Dreyfus Makes Good Impression. 
Dreyfus made an excellent impression on 
the audience during Bertillon’s evidence. 
His manly interposition when he challenged 
the court to cast any aspersions on the word 
of his wife appealed to the sympathy and 
admiration of every man in the audience. 
This incident arose when Colonel Jouaust 


asked Dreyfus if he had anything to say in 


reply to Bertillon. 
‘Dreyfus’ quietly referréd to that part of 


Bertillon’s testimony in which the expert 
had explained how he had taken a word — 


from Dreyfus’ blotting pad. 

“ This was @ letter to Matthieu Dreyfus,” 
said Dreyfus. “It was authentic. My 
brother declares it authentic. Mme. Drey- 
fus says it is authentic. Noone, lam sure,” 
cried Dreyfus, pathetically, “would doubt 
the word of Mme.

| CRUISER BOSTON IS HOME. 


Two Hundred and Fifty Men Whe Took 
Fart in Battle of Manila Ray Are 
with the War 
ing Trip of Twelve Days trom 


on the cruiser Boston. 

The Boston steamed i 
ing on the early tide 
som street wharf, within hailing distance of 
the battleship Iowa. The latter fired a 
salute and a few tugs whistled, but other- 
wise the coming of the Boston with its crew 
of heroes of the most famous sea fight in 
modern history was unheralded. 

The Boston's crew is a mixed one. It has 
men from every ship of Dewey's squadron, 
who have been given a chance to come 
home. They are the representatives of the 
fleet that forced the entrance to Manila 
Bay and which sent Montejo’s ships to Davy 
Jones’ locker. They left Manila with the 
cruiser. seventy-nine days ago, stopping at 
Nagasaki, Yokohama, and Hono- 

ulu. 

The trip from Yokohama to Honolulu was 
a record breaker, being made from July 29 to 
Aug. 9. At the battle of Manila Bay the Bos- 
ton was sixth in line and was struck four 
times by Spanish shot and shell. The marks 
of these shot are still visible on the super- 
structure of the ship. On the day of the bat-

OTIS EXPECTS VICTORY SOON. 


States in the Enlistment Orders That 
Volunteers Will Not Be Needed 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 26.—The War de- 
partment has received copies of all the offi- 
cial orders issued within recent months by 
Major General Otis. They give much inter- 
esting detail, in addition to the more essen- 
tial points brought by cable. 

As showing the sentiment of General Otis 
as to the probable duration of the war, the 
following is taken from General Order No. 
87, giving details for re@nlistment:

Townsend, to a company of State troops 
under command of Lieutenant Wood. De 
Legal’s surrender was hastened by the clos- 
ing in of Deputy Sheriff Bailey's posse of 
fifteen armed men, backed by a military 
squad of thirty detailed to act as auxiliary. 
The hunt and arrest created greater ex- 
citement among the negro citizens than has 
heretofore prevailed, and Governor Chan- 
dler wired Colonel Lawton to transfer the 
First Regiment of Georgia volunteer infan- 
try to the scene, and they arrived tonight 
‘with 161 men and eleven officers. 

These will relieve part of the ninety men 
from the Second Georgia Volunteers now 
here, who will go tomorrow on a special 
train to Savannah with the prisoner, where 
he will be lodged in Savannah jail for safe 
keeping. | | 
Hunt Ends Without a Fight.

Over and over again they made 
aggressive attacks, but at no time nor in any 
quarter were they able to accomplish much 
that was of uence, 

They did accumulate followers, and the 
result showed quickly in a short interest 
extended beyond aught known of the sort 
in many a day. e shorts have toward the 


end of the week showed signs of nervousness, 
but in only a 1 measure has there been 
covering. 


Most of the bear bogies have been re- 
vived—short Western crops, troubled money 
markets, with gold exports threatened, labor 
snaris, industrial orporation difficulties, and 
all the other familiar scarecrows, Yet, in 
not one depressing factor has there been any 
development favorable to the bear specula- 
tive contingent. As to the money market 
upon whose disturbance most bear reliance 
has been placed, bankers of importance seem 
agreed that tendencies from this time for- 
ward are likely to be pretty emphatically 
upon the side of sase—that lower instead of 
higher interest rates will rule, that bor- 
rowers, instead of lenders, will be able to 
command concessions. Thus in the tests of 
actuality not a single depressing element 
shows effectiveness, or, indeed, seems to 
have tangibility. 

Against the fables and myths and silly con- 

coctions intended to be disturbing, bred in 
Wall street and rather rapidly interred there, 
there develops a public sentiment which 
gives to the current security market a 
healthful appearance superior to anything

of 1893. 
Ease of ah Market.

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THE RUSSIAN PEASANT MAKING PAPIER-MACHE TOYS.

HE long, severe Russian winter, saysa 
writer in London Sketch, necessitates 
various forms of home employment 
which may enable the peasant to earn 
a few extra kopecks. His summer’s 


work in the fields brings him in just about 


sufficient to satisfy his daily needs, but no 
money to buy “vodka” and vodka ts 
but too often the peasant’s only real joy in 
life. The remoteness of the villages and 
their difficulty of access have been favora- 
ble to the preservation of the home indus- 
tries, amiong these not the least important 
being the making of toys, but, alas, the trail 
of the modern philanthropist—an inartistic 
but well meaning trail—is already beginning 
to leave its mark in the villages adjacent to 
the largs towns. Charitable societies are 
sending out the modern papier maché prod- 
uct in order that the deft-fingered Russian 
may adopt the new method toy making in 
preference to the more artistic wood models 
which he renders with such consummate 
skill. Nothing comes amiss to the adroit 
fingers of the unspoilt peasant; with an 
ordinary penknife he can cut out anything 
you may desire, from one of his beloved 
churches to the much dreaded policeman. 
Perfectly delightful are some of these rug- 


. ged models, more especially those of ani- 


mals, for they are never deliberate copies 
from one another; each man infuses his 
work with life and originality, putting all the 


town, conceived thé idea of carving in wood 
a woman and a no other words would 
express the group, which I speedily bought 
and irreverently termed the “ New Woman 
and the Coming n. She was tall—very 
tall, ‘angular, and, it must be confessed, 
somewhat forbidding; he was short—very 
short, weak about the knees. and led by the 
hand. But he woré a top hat. The Russian 
peasant is not without a sense of humor. 
What the one in question had really seen, no 
one knew; but it was apparent that he had 
felt what so many in the present day are 
(unnecessarily) fearing.

The two illustrations represent the old and 
the modern forms of animal creation.

The officer 
stroking his mustache was considered a veri- 
table trlumph by fits wretched perpetrator, 
who, in his eagerness to satisfy the wishes

Though we 
deplore the fact that the village craftsmen 
are being, in many instances, encouraged to 
turn out work inferior from an art point of 
view, and that, in consequence, they will lose

Alexandrov district of the Viadimir govern- 
ment, where about 150 men devote the en-

Communism in Toy Making. 


In some villages the men form a group, 
under a managing director, and work to- 
gether with a view to an equal share in the 
profits. In others each family has its own 
special toy to make, and, asa rule, the best 
results come from the free and independent 
worker, though the uncerfainty of disposing 
of his wares is a serions drawback. How- 
ever, a few years ago a large shop, managed 
by a special committee, was opened in Mos- 
cow, to which toys of all kinds are sent in 
enormous quantities from the neighboring 
villages, and the stalls that skirt the walls 
of the famous Troitsa Monastery are also 
laden with piles of curious, quaint ‘* home- 
made toys. On one occasion when at the 
Monastery I unearthed a typical“ sign of 
the times group. A Kustar,” who eV- 
dently had once upon 4 time visited a large

cellor of the Holy See. For the duties of 
Cardinal Vicar rank in importance with 
those of the Secretary of State and of the 
Pretec: of the Propaganda, He is invested 
with all the duties of diocegan of the Eternal 
City, of which the Pope himself ig nom- 
inally the Bishop, and as such the Casdinal 
Vicar is intrusted with the conduct of such 
intercourse as necessarily exists between 
the government and the munici 
‘one hand and the Papacy on other. 
It is generally believed that Leo XIII. ap- 
ed Cardinal Parocchi to this post with 
the object of destroying all his chances of. 
succession to the chair of St. Peter. For 
as Cardinal Vicar is was inevitable, under 
the existing condition of affairs, that he 
should incur thé {ll will either of the Quirinal 
or the Sacred College, or of both, while the 
circumstance that he was compeled as 
diocesan to exercise a certain amount of 
control and discipline over all ecclesiastics 
resident or visiting the Eternal City, from 
Cardinals downward, was not calculated to 
render him popular in the higher ranks of 
the clergy.

MONG. the many extraordimary hon- 

ors which have been conferred upon 

Lord Xitchener, in recognition of his 

victory over the dervishes at Omdur- 

man a wear ago, there are none that 

to American ears sound more peculiar than 

his appointment as a fishmonger, a draper, a 

grocer, a mercer, and a goldsmith. More- 

over, he is about to become an ry, 
a butcher, and a merchant tailor. 

In order to explain this transformation of 
England's foremast General into a master 
of co many trades and callings it is neces- 
sary to state that he owes it to his election 
to membership of the various great com- 

ies or guilds of the ancient City of Lon- 
don. It is no mere empty honor that ts thus 
conferred upon him. For these companies, 
or “ liveries,”” as they are called, are colos- 
sally rich, and each member has a consider- 
able financial interest in the estate of the 
guild to which he belongs. Roughly speak- 
ing, the guilds of the City of London own 


* 


$5,000,000 a year. Ot this amount not more 
than $1,000,000 is spent in charity, while the 
remainder is devoted to banqueting, to the 
payment of big fees for attendance of the 
so-called courts that usually precede the 
banquet, and to dividends to the members of 
the company. > Ne 
That, at least, is the understanding. For 
while it is possible to trace the sums dis- 
posed of in charity and in banqueting, it is ; 
impossible to obtain any definite informa- 
tion with regard to the disposal of the bal- 
ance of the yearly income of the various 


guilds. Time and again have efforts been 


made in Parliament, and through the press, 
to obtain some definite account of the ex- 
penditure of the city companies. It has 
been argued that they were pubiic trusts and 
charities, and should as such be subject 
to the laws providing for the State super- 
Vv of such organizations. But the in- 
nce, legislative and otherwise, that the 
liveries have been able to bring to bear has 
deen so strong that they remain to this day 
absolutely free to manage their own affairs, , 
and to dispose of the property of the com- 
pany in the way that they see fit. 


| Legislative Support. 

SMuch of this influence which the guilds 
are able to command is attributable to their 
cleverness in electing to membership the 
leading statesmen of the day. There is not 
any politician of importance or weight on 
either side of the House of Commons or of 
the House of Lords who does not belong to 
one or more of these city companies, in 
which he therefore a financial 
perhaps it would sound better to say a vest- 
ed—interest. Thus Lord Salisbury is a fish- 
monger, while Lord Rosebery is a draper 
and Mr. Chamberlain a grocer, Mr. Gesch- 
en. the First Lord of the Admiralty, being a 
goldsmith. Sir William Harcourt is a 
butcher. The Duke of Devonshire fa 
barber and the Duke of Portland is a needle- 
maker. The companies are constantly on 
the lookout for men likely to exercise influ- 
ehce im one form or another, and hasten to 
convert them into champions of their inter- 
ests by admitting them to membership. In 
this manner every effort to start reforms in 
connection with thé City of London compa- 
nies has been frustrated, Conservatives and 
Léberals alike agreeing to leave the guilds 
to manage their own aff without legisla- 
tive or state control, as of them have 
done for the last thousand years. 


Functions of the Liveries. 

Yet if the liveries did not require govern- 
ment supervision as charitable organizations 
or as trade associations they assuredly need 
it in view of-the numerous and responsible 
functions with which they are intrusted, and 
which practically have the effect of convert- 
ing some of them into state departments.

@ charter granted by King James I., enjoys 
not only the right of marking all gold and 
silver ware placed upon the market with the 
Mark of its hall, but likewise of searching 
for and seizing all gold and silver goods that 
have deen fraudulently marked.

It is no exaggeration to describe him as a 
dictator.

No govern- 
ment functionary can control them, nor can 
their actions in any way be questioned by 
the state. They administer public funds, 
dispose of all communal property, exercise 
justice, and apply and even make laws. 
They possess the power of modifying the 
state regulations and laws so far as they 


Parliament. If it shquid please the Lord 
Mayor and his Council to decree that no 
one should pass the Bank of England, which, 
by the bye; is subject to their jurisdiction, 
without taking his hat off, or enter the 
Stock Exchange except arrayed in knee 
breeches, no power on earth would have the 
right to gainsay the order. bey 
It must be thoroughly understood that the 
power of the Lord Mayor and of the corpo- 
ration is limited to the few hundred acres 
which comprise the actual City, and, save for 
the market, the river, and certain prisons, 
does not extend to the 122 square miles, in- 
habited by more than 5,000,000 persons, that 
constitute the balance of London, The lat- 
ter is governed according to entirely modern 
methods by a County Council of 188 members 
elected by the ratepayers. This form of 
government has been in operation only ten 
yoars, and its President or chairman is a 
Mr. McKinnon Wood, of whom few persons 
outside. of London ever hear anything, and 
whose office in prestige and in importance 
a ot for one moment compare with that 
of Lord Mayor. For he, as well as the 
County Council, is subject to all sorts of 
legislative restraints and control, whereas 
the Lord Mayor and corporation, by virtue or 
the charter first granted to them by King 
John, and extended by his successors on the 
throne, are absolutely independent of Parlia- 
ment within their city limits. 


Influence of the Guilds... 
From this it will be geen that the Lard 

Mayor of London is still, in spite of 
reports to the contrary, an important per- 
sonage, and inasmuch. as he is indebted for

NEW BOOK ON 
FRENCH ARMY 


System That Made Dreyfus 
Case Possible Told by | 
a Trooper... 


— — 


OW that the eyes of the entire civilized 
world are turned upon the French 
army it would be hard to find a more 
timely book than Trooper 3,809, a 
Private Soldier of the Third Repub- 
lic,”” by Lionel Decle, which the Scribners 
will publish immediately. The most enthu- 
siastic Dreyfusard could hardly ask a worse 
showing for the army than is here given. 
M. Decle writes from his own experience as 
a volontalre in the year 1879-80. Since 
that time he has explored wildest Africa, but 
the hardships of the jungle were as nothing 
compared to the hardships that he experi- 
enced at the hands of his superior officers in 


M. Decle has lived for some time in Eng- 
land, and his book was apparently written 
in England, of which language he seems to 
have perfect command. His experience in 
the army evidently alienated him from his 
country, for his sympathies are With the 
English in almost every particular. There is 
not the slightest doubt of the truth of his 
statements, and after réading his book one 
can only. wonder that there is any decency 
or honor among the officers of the French 
army. Those who possess those qualities 
are the exception. 

The trouble seems to be with the system, 
which is brutalizing and degrading beyond 
belief. It is necessary to resort to extreme 
measures to keep up a large standing army, 
but it is not necessary to go to the lengths 
adopted in France. 

In his preface M. Decle boldiy declares 
that nobody has done more to disgrace and 
lo the army in the eyes of friends and 
foes alike than Frenchmen themselves. 
The treatment of Dreyfus he brands as 
“one of the greatest wrongs ever commit- 
ted against a human being.”

Every Frenchman is liable to 
military service during twenty-five years 
of his life—from the age of 20 to 45. 
In time of peace this period of service is thus 
divided: 
1. Three years of active service. 
2. Ten years im the reserve of the standing 
army, during which two periods of a month each 
with the colors must be undergone. 1 
38. Six years in the territorial army with two 
periods of thirteen days each with the‘colors; and 
4. Six years in the reserve of the territorial army. 
There are a few exceptions, but only.a few. 
High or low, rich or poor, all have to serve 
but all are not treated alike, for the fact that 
a private is a gentleman makes it go hard for 
him, not, curiously enough, at the hands of 
his fellow-privates, but at the hands of his 
officers, who seem to regard him with a. 
bitter hatred and who enjoy nothing more 
than heaping insu!t and injury upon him. 


Punish Inferiors at Will. 
Anything more high-handed than the way 
punishments may be dealt out it would be 
dimcult to imagine.

An Incident of Recruiting.
